POPE BEFRIENDS PRESS IN ROME—There was 
no papal press conference in the air, as reporters 
have come to expect on the return flight of Pope John 
Paul Il’s frequent voyages abroad. But as soon as the 
Brazilian Varig Airlines DC-10 touched ground at 
Rome’s Fiumicino Airport July 12, the pope walked 
back to talk to journalists who had followed him 
around Brazil for nearly two weeks. 


Obviously tired but relaxed, the pontiff leaned his 
arms on the first seatback behind the bulkhead and 
chatted as the plane taxied along the runway and up 
to its arrival gate. “You've had enough of this pope 
after such a long trip,” he said. “We've done a 13-day 
marathon. That’s enough for anyone.” 


REPORTERS DONATE TO BRAZIL’S POOR— 
Reporters from the Vatican press corps contributed 
several hundred dollars to Brazil's poor just before 
they returned to Rome on the plane with the pope, it 
was revealed. As they were standing in the Manaus 
airport, an official of the Brazilian bishops’ Social 
Communications Department started up a 
collection. 


The reporters, about to leave Brazil and unable to 
spend their leftover Brazilian cruzeiros, cleaned the 
money out of their wallets and pockets. AnAmerican 
TV ‘correspondent saw the collection plate and 
dropped a 100-cruzeiro note. (about $2) into the 
plate. Then he turned and asked a friend, “What's 
that all about?” 


“He's collecting money for the poor,” the friend 
said. The TV correspondent paused. “Well...! guess 
the poor is what this trip is all about,” he said, and 
pulled out the rest of his wad of cruzeiros — easily 
$50 or $60 worth— and dumped it into the bowl.

SAN DIEGO — The entourage of the 
Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey 
Circus has moved on to. another city. 
The sawdust has settled at the Sports 
Arena. The sequined showsgirls, 
animal trainers, and clowns are gone. 

And traveling with them is Father 
David Hennessy, chaplain of the 
circus. His apostolate is to minister to 
these migrant circus people whose 
jobs keep them on the road 365 days a 
year. 

“l’VE BEEN taking care of the circus 


for eight or nine years and have toured © 


with the circus people for the last two 
years,” said the spry 68-year-old 
priest of the Augustinians of the 
Assumption order. 


As chaplain of the circus, Father 


Hennessy has “traveled the: dength and 
breadth of the. United States” in his 
truck and trailer. . 

“It’s great to have Father David 
around,” said Allyne Koporc, a singer 
and showgirl. “Otherwise | couldn't 
attend Mass. | used to go to Mass all 
the time before | joined the circus.” 

SHE SAID THAT it is difficult to get 
away from the circus because there is 
not much time and circus people are 
usually not familiar with the cities that 
they visit. 


About 350- -persons travel with ihe 


_ Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey 


show. Father Hennessy, who speaks 
Spanish, German, and French, has 


the opportunity to practice these 
languages with the circus people who 
come from countries around the 
world including Poland, Cuba, 
Germany, Canada, and Hungary. 
“I’m thankful that Father David is 
here,” said another showgirl, Debbie 
Lusk. “He’s always around in the good 
times and the bad ones, too. We need 


him in more ways than | can Say.. 


Father David fills up a large gap here.” 
FATHER HENNESSY, formerly the 


_ assistant port chaplain to the Port of 


New York, teaches catechism classes 
and performs marriages and 
baptisms. He celebrates Mass on 
Saturdays and Sundays. The priest 
has even organized a choir of clowns 
and other circus performers. 

“l enjoy doing something for people 
| know intimately. | take care of 
everybody, not just Catholics. 


“I’ve encountered a great fervor and 


charity among circus people. Great 
love. The circus is a family. We have 
about 30 children and everybody is 
interested in them. The circus people 
work and live together. There is a bond 
much stronger in the circus than in 


_the parochial environment. Lots of 


acts are made up of relatives, like in 
the trapeze and high wire acts.

Pro-life group sues U.S. bishops 


SAN DIEGO—A national pro-life 
organization has filed suit against all 
archdioceses and dioceses in the 
United States in an effort to gain the 
right to distribute political materials 


on church property, according to Paul - 


Brown, director of the Washington- 
based Life Amendment Political 
Action Committee (LAPAC). 


‘The LAPAC organization is seeking 
permission to distribute pro-life | 


literature and to solicit signatures on 
sidewalks and parking lots of Catholic 
churches throughout the nation, said 
Brown. 


“CHURCHES ARE unable to speak 
out on single issue politics. They are 
being intimidated by the Internal 
Revenue Service and taking the safest 
possible route by doing nothing,” he 
said. 

The suit was filed in federal court in 
Los Angeles on July 27. A preliminary 
hearing has been set for Aug. 18. 


Miss Nellie J. Gray, president of 
March for Life, called the move 
“irresponsible foolishness’ on 
hearing that LAPAC had filed the suit.

Now, countless parents — and 
husbands and wives—will no doubt 
immediately leap up to deny that, or at 
least modify the statements. Love is 
not always patient. A person may love 
another deeply and still give way to 
impatience with him or her at times. 


LOVE FOR ONE'S children does not 
prevent the occasional, or fairly 
frequent outburst of irritation. In fact, - 
sometimes we become impatient with 
a child precisely because of our love 
and concern for it. 


When a person is tired or harried, 
headachey or suffering some other 
kinds of pain, anxious or insecure, 
sudden bursts of impatience directed 
at those around at the time can seem

Q: Why was representative Drinan 
told to get out of politics?

The use of an anthropomorphism is 
not the only way to express divine 
action in the world.

Love lets patience happen to us 


almost involuntary. Does this kind of 
thing unnecessarily indicate a lack of 
love? 


NO ONE ENJOYS snapping at 
children or cutting people short they 
love. So why do we do it? Certainly we 
are not perfect in love, but even Jesus, 
who loved the apostles to the limit of 
human possibility and beyond, could 
still show signs of impatience with 
them. 

He chided them for their lack of 
understanding more than once. 
“Have | been with you so long and still 
you don’t understand?” He could 


- rebuke Peter sharply with, “Get 


behind me, you Satan.” And on that 
last night before his passion, 
“Couldn't you wait even one hour?” 


OBVIOUSLY no one could accuse 
Jesus of lack of love. But even in his 
great love, he could grow humanly 


weary and disappointed and feel 


anguish of spirit and momentary 


was not another name for “Satan” — it 
referred to a pagan god. Naturally, 
since there was a tendency later on to 
identify the pagan gods with evil 
spirits (especially since “Baalzebub” 
was similar to the Aramaic “beelde- 
baba,” which meant “enemy”), the 
word became a synonym for the devil.

THE VALUE of the anthropomor- 
phism, as emerges from these 
examples, is that it expresses a 
religious conviction vividly and in 
down-to-earth terms. The one 
difficulty with it is that the 
anthropomorphism is often under- 
stood literally. Then, the external 
activity is emphasized and not the 
underlying religious conviction. 


In our first reading, from Genesis, 
we have one of the finest examples in 
the Bible of an anthropomorphism. 
The whole chapter, of which our 
reading is a part, is one of the most 
extended anthropomorphisms in the 
Old Testament. The Lord God is 
depicted in “human form” along with 
two angels, conversing with Abraham, 
having a meal with him, and, later one, 
even engaging in a bargaining 
session. 


What is the author telling us in this 
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anger. And no one could accuse him 
of lack of patience. The patient love of 
Christ echoes the patient love of God 
which waits against all reason for the 
spiritual maturity of his slow-growing 
people. 

’ Love does make for patience and 
great love for great patience and what 
that means has little to do with 
passing human weakness. The kind of 
patience that love awakens is 
something different. It is what can be 
called the “long fidelity,’’ the 
relentlessly expectant waiting, the 
unquenchable hope that allows 
others to come to their potential in 
their own time and in their own way. 


PARENTS AND children, husbands 
and wives, brothers and_ sisters, 
friends and lovers—all must in time 
come to patience if they love one 
another, much as Christ was 
enduringly patient with his disciples. 
And he, more than anyone, had

literary device? The most profound 


truth he is conveying is that the 
omnipotent God has a very special 
concern for this man and his wife. The 
Lord loves them and wants to 
communicate that love to them. He 
promises them a child in fulfillment of 
an earlier promise that Abraham 
would be the father of a great nation 
(Genesis 12:1-3). 


AS FAR AS the whole book of 
Genesis is concerned, this chapter is 
intended as one more confirmation of 
God’s will to form a special people. 
That will had been expressed at the 
very beginning of Abraham’s story. 
The following chapters show how the 
divine will was put in jeopardy by 
some misadventure or other. But 
always, somehow, the danger was 
overcome and the promise secured. 
Here we have one more assurance of 
its fulfillment.

The Church, in giving us this 
reading in its isolated form, wants to 
expose the great love that God has for 
His friends. She finds the most blatant 
expression of it that she can.

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Teachers reprimanded for abuses 


SAN- BERNARDINO (NC)—A six- 
member review board set up by the 
diocese of San Bernardino has 
reprimanded teachers at a parochial 
school -in Indio for using “ques- 
tionable forms of discipline.” 


The board, however, took no action 
against the faculty members at Our 
Lady of Perpetual Help School. 


THE BOARD found that students 
had been tied to their desks, confined 
to a suppl y room known as “the hole,” 
forced to stand for long periods in the 
hot sun, forced to crouch on all fours 
with backs arched in a “Spiderman” 
position, and had their mouths taped 
shut. 


Such disciplinary measures, the 
board said, “are not acceptable 
sanctions under. the diocesan 
guidelines.” It ordered the practices 
halted immediately. 


But, the punishments were not 
“cruel, inhumane or abusive,” the 
board said, and while the teachers 
were “ill-advised and imprudent” in 
using them, it added, they were not 
malicious. 


THE PUNISHMENTS “sound more 
sensational than they were in fact” 
said the board, and it accused the 
news media of exaggerating the 
teachers’ actions. 


The board recommended that: 

—the principal and teachers at the 
school find alternative disciplinary 
measures; 

—any faculty member who cannot 
accept those alternatives be removed; 

—a grievance mechanism be 
established at the parish level; 

—the principal stop teaching part- 
time and instruct teachers on 
discipline; 

— individual copies of the diocesan 
guidelines on discipline be made 
available to all teachers in the 
diocese. 


At a news conference releasing the 
seven-page report, diocesan attorney 
Cirilo Flores Jr. said the board found 
“no maliciousness...nor any abusive 
intent and that is the reason we do not 
recommend any change in personnel 
at this time.” 


A STATEMENT by Bishop Phillip F. 
Straling of San Bernardino, also 
released at the news conference, said 
that “any ‘questionable form’ of 
discipline is to be halted and 
assurances taken that there will be no 
resumption of such practices in the 
future.” 


The bishop continued: “It is 
regrettable that this incident throws 
any shadow of doubt on the excellent 
education and services provided by 
Our Lady of Perpetual Help School, 
the School Sisters of Notre Dame, lay 
teachers and staff.” He said many 
parents had attested recently to the 
“high quality of instruction” given at 
the school. 
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Bishops reaffirm immorality 
of contraceptive sterilization 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops 
(NCCB) has reaffirmed that steriliza- 
tion for contraceptive purposes is 
morally wrong and that Catholic 
health care facilities may not 
cooperate in it. 


In a Statement on Tubal Ligation 
issued July 9, the NCCB recalled the 
declaration of the Vatican Congrega- 
tion for the Doctrine of the Faith in 
March 1975 that contraceptive 
sterilization is objectively immoral 
“even if done for medical reasons.” 


“THE PRINCIPLE of totality,” the 
NCCB.: statement said, “does not 
apply to contraceptive sterilization 
and cannot be used to justify it.” The 
principle of totality states that a part of 
a human person may be sacrificed 
when its continued presence in the 
person endangers that person’s life. 


The NCCB statement also forbade 
“formal cooperation” in contraceptive 
sterilization “either by approving or 
tolerating it for medical reasons.” 
Such cooperation, the statement said, 
“is totally alien to the mission 
entrusted by the church to Catholic 
health care facilities.” 


The Vatican statement in 1975 and 
a commentary on it by the Administra- 
tive Board of the U.S. Catholic 


Conference in 1977 both made 


allowances for material cooperation 
in extreme circumstances. But the 
present NCCB statement said the 
justifying reason “refers not to 
medical reasons given for the 
sterilization but to grave reasons 
extrinsic to the case.” 


CATHOLIC HEALTH care facilities 


in the United States “are protected by 
the First Amendment from pressures 
intended to require material 
cooperation in contraceptive steriliza- 
tion,” the NCCB statement said. “In 
the unlikely and extraordinary 
situation in which the principle of 
material cooperation seems to be 
justified, consultation with the bishop 
or his delegate is required.” 


Social issues stressed 


LOS ANGELES—More than 124,000 
persons attended the White House 
Conference on Families which took six 
months of planning and more than $3 
million in federal and state funds to 
get off the ground. Yet the final 
outcome of the conference was less 
than hoped for by many of the 
participants. 


Although the main resolutions were 
non-controversial, they were nonethe- 
less specific and needed to be 
addressed by Congress and business, 
said Jim Guy Tucker, chairman of the 
three-day event held here July 10-12. 
This was the last of three national- 
level conferences on families held in 
Minneapolis, Baltimore, and Los 
Angeles. 


The Los Angeles conference 
endorsed the government funding of 
abortions by a vote of 308-192, but the 
recommendation was the least 
supported of the resolutions passed. 
Recommendations were ranked by 
total “yes” votes and the pro-abortion 
resolution, part of a health services 
pacha ranked 56th, the lowest of 
all.

Court hears sex 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (NC)—A 
controversy has emerged in Kentucky 
over a requirement that pupils must 
take sex education in public schools. 


Parents in different parts of the 
state whose children attend public 
schools have filed two separate law 
suits in Franklin Circuit Court 
challenging the constitutionality of 
compulsory sex education in public 
schools. — 


The parents contend in their suits 
that the required participation in sex 
education violates their ‘‘free 
exercise” of religion by imposing on 
their children “practices, values, and 
concepts which contradict or are 
antagonistic” to their religious beliefs. 


THEY ALSO ARGUE that the re- 
quirement places a burden on “their 
right to direct the upbringing and 
education of children under their 
control” and fosters “inculcation of 
values comporting with their 
conscientious choice.” 


The parents describe themselves 
as “practicing Christians’ who 
believe they have a duty “to rear their 
children to know and follow the 
teachings, tenets, beliefs, and values 
of the Bible and the Christian religion.” 


The state maintains that the sex 
education requirement does _ not 
violate an individual's freedom of 
religion and that the problem was 
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education case 


developed for the “health, safety and 
welfare” of the citizens. 


“IN NO WAY are the plaintiffs being 
forced to profess anything against 
their beliefs but are only being 
educated as to certain sexual 
matters,” the state says. “The 
teaching of health education does not 
expound any religious beliefs nor 
does a segment educating students 
on sexual matters promote any 
religion.” 


Another issue surrounds a section 
of the Kentucky Constitution which 
says that no person shall be 
compelled to send his child to any 
school ‘‘to which he may be 
conscientiously opposed.” The 
Kentucky Supreme Court used this 
provision to declare unconstitutional 
various state regulations of private 
schools. 


The parents contend that the sex 
education requirement has the 
“effect of interfering and limiting’ 
their right “not to send their children 
to schools to which they are 
conscientiously opposed.” 


BUT THE STATE has argued: “If the 
plaintiffs are conscientiously opposed 
to the public schools...they have the 
right to enroll their children” in non- 
public schools. 


No hearing on the merits of the 
cases has yet been set. 
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Summer Bible program 
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‘Faith and Fun’ for youth 
during the long summer.

SAN DIEGO—A Catholic mother 
did not like the idea of having her 
children take a vacation from God in 
the summer. So Shirley Vasquez set 
out to develop a summer religious 
education program that would 
incorporate faith and fun. 


Naturally, the program was dubbed 
“Faith and Fun.” 


RECENTLY, Mrs: Vasquez was 
invited to Our Lady’s School, which 
implemented the program here for 
the first time this summer. Her 
children, who are now teenagers, 
volunteered to work as aides for the 
week-long Bible study session. 


“It’s really worked out well,” said 
Mrs. Vasquez, who spent some time 
chatting with the youngsters who 
attended the session and observing 
the week’s activities. 


She related a story about a young 
boy who told her that he had learned 
that “your heart is like Jesus’ office.” 


“THE RESPONSE to the program 
has been wonderful,” said Mrs. 
Vasquez. She introduced the “Faith 
and Fun” program at the diocesan 
level with workshops at the Religious 
Education Conference eight years 
ago. 


“| gave away, lots and lots of 
material. Since then it has been used 
by several schools in the diocese,” she 
said. 


One of the fundamental aspects of 
the program is the use of all the 
senses —touch, sight, smell, hearing 
and taste —to “involve the children in 
experiencing the message of Jesus,” 
explained Mrs. Vasquez. 


DAILY THEMES are used to teach 
the general theme for the week. At Our 
Lady’s School, for instance, the 
general theme was “Tell Me the 
Stories of Jesus.” The daily themes 
were “| Will Make You Fishers of Men,” 
“| Am the Light of the World,” “I Am 
the Good Shepherd,” “I Am the Bread 
of Life,” and “Come Follow Me.” 


“Everything is oriented around the 
general theme, from the way the story 


is told each day to the activities 
planned. We try to get away from the 
classroom atmosphere,” said Mrs. 
Vasquez. 


The messages of the stories were 
reinforced through arts and crafts 
projects and afternoon snacks. 


“FOR EXAMPLE, fish crackers and 
Kool-Aid were served on the day the 
story of ‘I Will Make You Fishers of 
Men’ was told,” said Mrs. Vasquez.

LOS ANGELES (NC) — Thewriters of 
“Son-Rise” and episodes of “Family” 
and “MASH” were awarded Humani- 
tas prizes as television network 
programs “which most fully commu- 
nicate those values which enrich the 
human person.” 


The Humanitas prizes are awarded 
to television writers by the Human 
Family Institute in Los Angeles. This 
year 264 primetime programs were 
submitted. 


AWARDED THE $25,000 prize in 
the two-hour category were Stephen 
Kandel, Suzi Lyte Kaufman and Barry 
Neil Kaufman for “Son-Rise...A 
Miracle of Love,” the true story of the 
Kaufman’s successful attempt to 
reach their autistic child. 


The program was cited “for its 
dramatization of the heroism of which 
a family is capable; for its uncondi- 
tional affirmation of human freedom; 
its celebration of the healing power of 
love; its challenge to each of us to 
grow beyond our narcissism and 
reach out to touch those who feel 
isolated or alienated.” 


“Thanksgiving,” an episode of 
“Family” which dealt with a father’s 
approaching senility, won in the one- 
hour category. Writer Sally Robinson 
won the $15,000 prize. 


THE STORY WAS cited “for its 
compassionate treatment of the aging 
process and ofthe problems it creates 
for all those involved, and its depiction 
of the strength generated by a healthy 
family as its members wrestle with our 
common mortality and the inevitable 
approach of death.” 

Alan Alda and James Jay Rubinfier 
win the $10,000 prize in the half-hour 
category for the “Dreams” episode of 
“MASH.” It was cited ‘‘for its 
dramatization of the utter absurdity of 


war and of any attempt to subordinate 


people to impersonal systems, its 
powerful touching of the unconscious 
depths of its audience by means of 
symbols and its hope-filled portrayal 
of human beings who give of 
themselves to the point where it 
hurts — and then some—to help their 
fellow human beings through a 
situation that could otherwise warrant 
despair.”

WHEN YOUR TEENAGER STOPS 
GOING TO CHURCH by Father James 
J. DiGiacomo. Abbey Press Books, St. 
Meinrad, IN 47577. 96 pages, $1.95. 


It’s a cruel blow to devout Catholic 


parents when they see their older’ 


teenage children grow lax in Mass 
attendance. They search for all sorts 
of reasons and excuses and so often 
they will say, “Where did | fail?” 


Father DiGiacomo looks at this 
pressing problem from three distinct 
vantages; the theological, the 
psychological, and the sociological. In 
facing this crisis, parents too often ask 
the wrong questions and apply the 
wrong pressures. 


THERE ARE RELIGIOUS values that 
have to be lived and loved, as well as 
religious truths that have to be 
investigated. “Religion” and “church” 
are two concepts that have to be 
treated sensitively.
